message for you” a skilled cperatar 
might say @TC-1 or 2 or 3 etc. If 
the message was to be relayed tea 
ethers he would say sc in English, 
or better yet say "QSP" probably 
Follcawed by the call, name or group 
the message was directed ta. OF 
course this means car you relay tea 
the destinaticn, which ih Warr 
suggests ta the receiving cperatar 
that he might "record" the message 
for re-transmissioan, whether that 
"recording" was done by tape, disk 
cor what-ever means was appropriate 
ta the made.

Bear in mind that any 
ge Beg Signal can be used in two 
Nanniers. "GQRX.. 2" translates 
to "Shall I wait ?” while the same 
“iar Signal as "GRX" is a flat 
statement for the ather cperator ta 
stand by until "QRV" iS received. 


Realizing that handling traffic by
